DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
37-42 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 37-42 
have been cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant submitted a verified English language translation of foreign priority 
document JP-2003-1 95002 thereby perfecting priority under 35 U.S.C. §119. In doing 
so, Tsuchimoto (US 2004/005405) is no longer available as a prior art reference under 
35 U.S.C. §1 02(a) and is only available under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e). Therefore, Applicant's 
statement verifying that the current application and Tsuchimoto at the time of invention 
were subject to assignment to Nitto Denko Corporation is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 17, 20, 22-27, 30, and 32-36 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest applying a coating solution containing a resin material and 
solvent onto a substrate film to form a coating layer having an optical function and 
drying the applied coating solution wherein dry wind having a wind speed of 4-20 m/sec 
and a scattering in the wind speed in the width direction of the film of ±30% or less is 
directly blown along a traveling direction of the substrate film and the coating solution 
has a solid content of 55% by weight or less and a viscosity of 20 mPa.s or less. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."

crystal monomer or a liquid crystal polymer is used, thereby forming a cholesteric layer 
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having constituent elements of an oriented liquid crystal polymer having a cholesteric 
structure.
